Under the formula
currently under discussion in
the legislature, Torrance
would lose approximately $28,
000 annually because of its
federal aid, under Public Law
874.

Public Law 874 funds are
given to districts which have a
large number of students
whose parents work in feder-
ally-connected, tax-exempt in-
dustries.
